Injury to Sight in the Sohooli. 


Tliere is a great deal of 
com- 


plaint in Oakland concerning injury 
to children's eyesight sustained in 
attendance at the public; schools. 
This is a very serious matter, which 
demands the attention of the Hoard 
of Kducation and the teachers. We 
believe that this injurious effect on 
the eyes is mainly due to the glare 
from the blackboards, and this is ag- 
gravated in Borne instances by cross 
lights. The peculiar construction of 
the Cole school building in this par- 
ticular makes
